Herbert Clark Hoov er died Tu es­ 
day in his su ite on the 31st floor 
of the Waldorf Towers in New 
\ork City . The nation’s 31st presi­ 
dent. in his 91st y ear of life, su c­ 
cu mbed following massiv e internal 
bleeding which had beg u n three 
day s earlier. 
The 
wo rld 
hailed 
him 
and 
mo urned him. In his lo ng life lie 
had o utliv ed the y ears o f bitter­ 
ness leading into the Great De­ 
pressio n, and millio ns remem­ 
ber him as humanitarian, states­ 
man, friend. 


Bu t ov en as the g reat g athered 
for Thu rsday 's fu neral serv ices in 


St. Bartholomew’s 
E p i s c op a l 
Chu rch, across the street from the 
Waldorf, there was news of the 
nation’s only two liv ing ex -presi­ 
dents. Harry S. Tru man, now 80, 
was discharg ed from a Kansas 
City hospital, still recov ering from 
inju ries su ffered in a fall Oct. 13. 
And Dwig ht D. Eisenhower, 7 4, 
entered Walter Reed Army Hos­ 
pital in Washing ton. He was su f­ 
fering from a painfu l cou g h and 
inflammation 
of 
the 
windpipe. 
Neither cou ld attend the serv ices 
for Hoov er. 
President J o hnso n, who had 
pro claimed a natio nal mo urning 
perio d o f 3ft day s, flew to New 
Yo rk fo r the simple, 14 -minute 
serv ice, as did his riv al in the 
presidential campaign. Sen. Bar­ 
ry Go ldwater. 
By Friday morning , 38.ftftft per­ 
sons had filed silently past the 


closed coffin. Then it was taken 
by train to Washing ton for nation­ 
al memorial serv ices. The din of 
politics rose ag ain; Election Day 
was little more than 
a week off.

Repu blicans 
were 
hitting 
hard on the "morality in g ov ern­ 
ment” theme, and an FBI repoit 
on the Walter Jenkins case did 
not silence them. J. Edg ar Hoov er, 
ordered by President Johnson to 
inv estig ate after disclosu res Jen­ 
kins had twice been arrested for 
morals offenses, reported the FBI 
cou ld wind no ev idence that Jen­ 
kins had "compromised the se­ 
cu rity or interests of the United 
States in any way .” Jenkins, long ­ 
time aide and close White Hou se 
confidante of Johnson, remained 
in a hospital. 
Go ldwater. whistle • sto pping 
thro ugh Califo rnia, said the FBI 


repo rt did no t "clear up the mat­ 
ter o f careless disregard o f se­ 
curity pro cedures” in the White 
Ho use.

was h a v i ng 
"m orals” trou bles of its own — 
ov er a film called ‘ The Choice.” 
It was sponsored by Citizens for 
Goldwater-Miller and Mothers for 


a Moral America, and was su p­ 
posed to depict rising crime, de­ 
clining morality and v iolence in 
the streets. It was to be shown on 
a national telev ision network this 
week. First the network, National 
Broadcasting Co., demanded lhat 
certain scenes be deleted. Then 
the sponsors had second thou g hts. 
Finally Goldwater repu diated it as 
"nothing hu t a racist film.” "Don’t 
show it any where,” he said. 
The film, which o riginally In­ 
cluded sho ts o f a wo man in a 
to pless bathing suit, v iews o f 


po rno graphic bo o k co v ers, strip- 
teasers at the end o f their act, 
and a man wearing o nly a fib 
and a man wearing o nly a fig 
leaf, was described by Demo ­ 
cratic Natio nal Chairman J o hn 
M. Bailey as "the sickest po liti­ 
cal pro gram to be co nceiv ed 
since telev isio n became a facto r 
in American po litics.” 


In Ru ssia, the stress lines were 
becoming clearer. Nikita Khru sh­ 
chev , the new Sov iet g ov ernment 
su g g ested, was old, ill. incompe­ 
tent, a cu ltist as Stalin had been, 
had weakened the armed forces, 
bu ng led relations with Red China, 
and badly mishandled ag ricu ltu re 
w'ith his "v irg in lands” scheme. 
In a land of 23ft million people, 
which he had ru led for 1ft y ears, 
it seemed he had not 
a 
friend. 
Bu t ou tside Ru ssia other Commu ­ 


nists spoke u p for him. The French 
Commu nist Party , in an amazing 
pu blic statement, demanded that 
Moscow 
ex plain 
why 
and 
how 
Khru shchev was desposed. Other 
Commu nist stru ctu res, notably in 
East Germany and Poland, were 
shaken by the Sov iet u pheav el. 


In New Yo rk, U Thant, secre­ 
tary -general o f the United Na­ 
tio ns, to ld an asto nished news 
co nference he tho ught it wo uld 
he "helpful and ev en desirable 
if Mr. Khrushchev were able o r 
inclined to make a public state­ 
ment 
o n 
the 
circumstances 
leading to his ex it.” At the mo ­ 
ment there seemed little chance 
o f lhat. No o ne in the o utside 
wo rld knew where Khrushchev 
was, the state o f his health, o r 
ev en if he was still aliv e. 


On the 
prev iou s 
week’s 
other 
startling news — that Bed China 


had ex ploded 
a nu clear dev ice — 
the passing day s did little to ease 
the world’s anx iety . Analy sis of the 
fall-ou t clou d as it circled the world 
hig h in the atmosphere showed: 
the bomb was bu ilt of enriched 
u raniu m, not the relativ ely simpler 
plu toniu m, and the trig g er was of 
an adv anced "implosion” ty pe. In 
short, the Red Chinese were far­ 
ther 
along in bomb dev elopment 
than had been ex pected. 


Most Rev . John Carmel Heeman, 
Roman Catholic primate of Eng ­ 
land. stirred the Vatican Ecu meni­ 
cal Cou ncil with a denu nciation of 
its draft schema on the Catholic at­ 
titu de toward modem problems. 
He termed it "a set of platitu des 
u nworthy of a g eneral cou ncil of 
the Chu rch.” 


J ean-Paul Sartre, 39. o f France, 


as ex pected, was awarded tha 
196 4 No bel Prize 
fo r 
literature 
and, also as ex pected, immedi­ 
ately refused to accept the $53,- 
000 award.

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NEWSROOM NOTES - Medical 
science has a habit of tackling a 
problem from all sides — wherev er 
an opening presents itself — a fact j 
for which many millions of hy per-! 
tensiv e Americans can be g ratefu l, j 
Ideally , scientists wou ld like to dis- j 
cov er the cau se of a disease and then 
work ou t methods of prev ention or 
treatment. Ru t althou g h they hav e 
not y et u ncov ered the cau se — or 
cau ses — of the most common ty pe 
of hig h blood pressu re, scientists 
hav e g iv en u s sev eral effectiv e way s 
of 
treating 
the condition, 
which, 
American Heart Assn. points ou t, 
affects one ou t of 20 adu lt Ameri­ 
cans. 


Most rases of hy pertension can 
he controlled by dru g s, diet, modi­ 
fication of liv ing habits, or a com­ 
bination of all three. 
Many differ­ 
ent ty pes of dru g s hav e become 
av ailable in the past 15 y ears, 
each desig ned to lower blood pres­ 
su re in a somewhat different way . 
Perhaps the most 
widely 
u sed 
g rou p of dru g s are the tranq u ilizers 
which hav e a q u ieting effect on the 
brain and help lesson nerv ou s ten­ 
sion. This bring s an elev ated blood 
pressu re 
down 
in 
many 
people. 
Sometimes a tranq u ilizer is u sed 
along with other dru g s. 
The diu retics stimu late the body to 
ex crete salt. In some hy pertensiv e 
patients, these dru g s help lessen the 
tendency of blood v essels to constrict 
or narrow. Freq u ently , the diu retics 
streng then the action of other, strong ­ 
er dru g s, enabling the doctor to u se 
less ol these to obtain the desired re­ 
su lt. 
Other g rou ps of dru g s known as 
v asodilators widen the blood v es­ 
sels, especially the arteries in the 
kidney s, thu s helping to ease the 
flow of blood. And there are ihe

The Harlem distu rbance was blam­ 
ed on a disag reem ent between Ne­ 
g ro stu dents of a hig h school and a 
v ocational school.

The Harlem battle broke ou t in

su bway station beneath thp cross­ 
roads of the Neg ro commu nity , send­ 
ing by standers on the ru n for the 
street abov e as the y ou ths lashed

weapons in toe-to-toe encou nters. 
Po lice had been tipped that a 
battle was brewing between stu­ 
dents o f the two Harlrm scho o ls 
and ex tra patro lmen wi re assigned 
to the area to guard against v io ­ 
lence.

The retu rn to 
work of more than 3ft0,ftft0 employ es 
hing es on the resu lt. 
Impetu s for a fav orable v erdict 
came Friday nig ht when the u nion’s 
General Motors Cou ncil v oted ov er­ 
whelming ly to recommend a retu rn 
to work. 
The cou ncil, a representativ e na­ 


tional g rou p, acted on the recom­ 
mendation of UAW President Walter 
P. Reu ther. 


Reu ther predicted to newsmen that 
the neg otiated national ag reement 
between General 
Motors and the 
u nion 
wou ld 
g et 
"ov erwhelming 
su pport” of the membership. He said 
95 per cent of the cou ncil had ap­ 
prov ed it. 


The rank and file also will v ote on 
local-lev el ag reements. Dispu tes at 
the local lev el prolong ed the strike 
after a national settlement. 


The national ag reem ent, sim ilar to
